Uncle Sam Gives 


Income Tax Tips 


For the benq?it of those who 
may be confused by the complex 
nature of their income. tax re- 
turns, the government has prepar- 
ed a series of articles of explana- 
tion. All returns must be by 
March 15. Single persons whose 
net income is more than $1,500, 
or whose gross income is $5,000, 
must pay a tax. Married persons 
whose net income is $5,000 must 
pay. 

In determining net income ther 
are allowed certain specified de- 
duciions form gross income such 
{jas business expenses, losses, in- 
,‘fterest paid, bad debts, deprecia- 


Deductions for business expen- 
i }ses must have certain qualities to 
‘|be:allowed. They ‘must relate to 
a business, trade, profession, or 
vOcation in which a taxpayer has 
jinvested time and money for the 
purpose of a livelihood or profit. 
A taxpayer may conduct more 
than one business and’claim a de- 
duction for the business expenses 
of each.
